Wild Horses. 

At a recent meeting of the Bom- 
bay Natural History Society, a 
paper was read by Mr. J. H. Steed 
on the subject of “Wild Horses,” 
from which the following is taken: 

Is there such a thing as a wild 
horse, an aboriginal or truly wild 
horse, in the world now? The 
answer is more than doubtful. 
The mustang in Mexico, the wild 
horse of the South American pam- 
pas, the brumbi of Australia, are 
all descendants of domesticated 
animals introduced from Europe. 
The first horse was landed in 
America at Buenos Ayres in 1537. 
In 1580—that is, in less than fifty 
years—horses had spread to re- 
gions as remote as Patagonia. In 
Australia the diffusion of horses 
that have escaped from civilization 
has been quite as rapid, and in 1875 
it was found necessary to shoot as 
many as 7,000 wild horses in the 
colony of New South Wales alone. 
In some parts of Australia the 
horse pest has received legislative 
notice. The wild horses tempt do- 
mesticated horses to join them,

It is dis- 
tinctly proved, then, that there 
can be no aboriginal or truly wild | 
horse in either America or Austra- 
lia, although there are tens of 
thousands of unowned horses. Tra- 
dition points to Central Asia as 
the aboriginal abode of the horse, 
and there the original stock of wild 
horses may still possibly exist. 
Darwin’s statement that no aborig- 
inal or truly wild horse is known to 
exist must still be held as explain- 
ing the exact position of this ques-- 
tion, but, says Mr. Steele, we must 
supplement it by stating that “it 
is not certain that truly wild horses 
do not exist;’ and, on the whole, 
Mr. Steele concludes that the evi- 
dence is in favor of the existence of 
the wild horse in Central Asia, but 
that we have no evidence as to his 
pedigree in relation to domestica- 
‘tion. The wild horse of the British 
Islands is now practically the Shet- 
land pony; but he is not the power- 
ful anima! described by Cesar. The 
domesticated animal everywhere, 
however, reverts very easily to the 
savage state, and of the wild horse 
so considered, Mr. Steele has much 
to tell us. His paces are a walk and 
a gallop.

The 
map in:sludes the town of Wads- 
worth, a portion of the CU, P. R. R., 
and gives the windings of the 
Truckee river with the Toeition of 
the various ranches along its banks, 
with the names of the occupiers, 
both whites and Indians, with the 
outlines of Pyramid and Mud 
Lakes, the various mountains and 
the numerous wagon roads, with 
more truthfulness than most offi- 
cial mapas. 

The various lines indicating the 
boundaries of the Reservation as 
claimed and as it is are indicated 
by red lines; tbe mountains are in 
black, the rivers and lakes in blue.

, a8 itis of American 
It can always be stu 
with t by scholars and by states- 
men, but at no time would his words 
of wisdom be more worthy of atten- 
tion than now. Amid the threats of 
civil war and slavery agitation, ~ be- 
fore a people divi into angry 
factions, clamoring for irreconcilable 
concessions, he said : ; 

This country, with its institutions,

belongs to the people who inhabit it. 


Whenever they shall grow weary of 
the existing government they can 
exercise their constitutional right of 
amending it, or their revolutionary 
right to ember or overthrow it. 
I cannot be ignorant of the fact that 
many worthy and patriotic ‘tizens 
are desirous of having the constitu- 
tion amended. While I make no 
recommendation of amendment, I 
fully recognize the full authority of 
the people over the whole subject, to 
be exercised in either of the modes 
prescribed in the instrument itself; 
and I should, under existing circum- 
stances, favor, rather than oppose, a 
fair opportunity being afforded to the 
people to act upon it. I will venture 
to add that to me the convention 
mode seems preferable, in that it al- 
lows amendments to originate with 
the people themselves, instead of 
poly permitting them to take or reject 
propositions originated by others not 
especially chosen for the purpose, 
and which might not be precisely 
such as they would wish either to ac- 
cept or refuse. I understand thata 
pro amendment to the consti- 
tution has passed con , to the ef- 
fect that the federal government shall 
never interfere with the domestic in- 
stitutions of states, including that of 
persons ‘eld to service. To avoid 
misconstruction of what I have said, 
I depart from my purpose not to speak 
of particular amendments so far as to 
say that, holding such a provision to 
be now implied constitutional law, [ 
have no objection to its being made 
express and irrevocable. The chief 
magistrate derives all his authority 
from the people, and they have con- 
ferred none upon bim to fix the terms 
for the separation of the states. The 
people themselves, also, can do this 
if they choose; but the executive, as 
such, has nothing to do withit. His 
duty is to administer the present gov- 
ernment as it came into his hands, 
and to trensmit it, unimpaired by 
him, to his successor. Why should 
there not be a patient confidence in 
the ultimate justice of the poops ? Is 
there any better or any equal hope in 
the world? In our difference, is 
either party without faith of being in 
the right? If the Almighty Ruler of 
nations, with His eternal truth and 
justice, be on your side of the north, 
or on yours of the south, that truth 
and that justice will surely prevail by 
the judgment of this great tribunal 
—the American people. By the frame 
of the government under which we 
live, this Bame people have wisely 
given their public servants but little 
power for mischief, and have with 
equal wisdom provided for the return 
of that little to their own hands at 
very short intervals. While the peo- 
ple retain their virtue and vigilance, 
no adminstration, by any extreme 
wickedness or folly, can very serious- 
ly injure the government in the short 
space of four years. My country- 
men, one and all, think calmly and 
well upon this whole subject. Noth- 
ing valuable can be lost by taking 
time. If there be an object to hurry 
any of you, in hot haste, to a step 
which you would never tak» deliber- 
ately, that object will be frustrated 
by taking time; but no a object 
can be frustrated by it. Such of you 
as are now dissatisfied still have the 
old constitution unimpaired, and, on 
the sensitive point, the laws of your 
own framing under it; while the new 
administration will have no immedi- 
ate power, if it would, to change 
either. If it were admitte’ that you 
who are dissatisfied hold the right 
side in the dispute, there is still no 
single reason for precipitate action. 
Intelligence, patriotism, christianity, 
and a reliance on Him who has 
never yet forsaken his favored land, 
are still competent to adjust, in the 
best way, all our present dificulties, 
In your hands, my dissatisfied fellow- 
countrymen, and not in mine, is the 
momentous issue of civil war. The 
government will not assail you. You 
can have no conflict without being 
ourselves the . You can 
ve no oath registered in heaven to 
destroy the government; while I 
shall have®the most solemn one to 
“preserve, protect and defend it.”” I 
am loth to close. We are not ene- 
mies, but friends. We must not be 
enemies. Though passion may have 
strained, it must not break our bonds 
of affection. The mystic cords of 
memory, stretching from every battle- 
field and patriot grave to every living 
heart and hearth-stone all over this 
broad land, will yet swell the chorus 
of the Union, when again touched, 
as surely they will be, by the better 
angels of our nature.
